'Caleb—Man of Faith and Courage' 


Numbers 14:6-9; Joshua 14:6 14 
GOLDEN 
TEXT: 
"Even the 
youth shall faint and be weary, 
and the young men shall utterly 
I fall: but they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength." 
{(Isaiah 40:30) 


INTRODUCTION—Caleb is one 
of the most interesting and inspir­ 
ing characters who ever lived. He 
I was content to serve well and live 
quietly. 
However, what an ex­ 
ample of faith and courage he does 
furnish us. 
"He wholly followed 
!the Lord " 
When we first see him he is a 
man of faith and courage. He and 
Joshua were the only two out of 
twelve spies who were willing to 
trust the Lord to lead them to vie 
tory. 
At the age of 85 he still had 
the same courage of youth, it was 
| all because he put his complete 
trust in God. 
How' wonderful it would be if 
many young people, who will study 
this lesson, would put their com­ 
plete trust in the Lord and "wholly 
follow' Him." 
What a difference 
it would make when they come 
down to the end of life and look 
back over it. 


I CALEB’S FAITH-ISRAEL’S 


FEAR (Numbers 34:10-12) 


Israel is now on the very border 
of the ‘‘promised land," Palestine, 
which God had promised them. 
It would seem that, after all the 
miracles God had performed for 
j them in the past, that they would 
march right on into the "promised 
land." 
However, 
they did not. 
Some of the folks were a little 
skeptical. 
Somebody made a mo 
tion that a "com m ittee" be ap 
pointed to investigate the prospects 
and report back 
On this committee they appoint 
ed ten conservative minded men 
and two men of great faith and 
courage. 
The latter 
tw'o were 
Joshua and Caleb. Ten of the men 
said: “ Yes, it is a great land, a 
land flowing with milk and honey," 
but there are some obstacles Josh 
ua and Caleb tried to persuade the 
people to march forward and claim 
the land, but they were swayed by 
the dismal report of the ten 
Many a church family is halted 
today because of a small group of 


conservative 
minded 
individuals 
who fear a few obstacles in the 
future. 


II CALEB'S FAITH—GOD’S 
PROMISE (Joshua 14:6-9) 


Fortyfive years 
have passed 
now, and Caleb reaches back to 
claim a promise made by God 
through His servant, Moses. Caleb 
stood before the people and testi­ 
fied that he had "wholly followed 
the Lord." 


Here is a real lesson for all of 
us. "The just shall live by faith” 
is what the Bible teaches. 
We be­ 
gin to exercise faith the minute 
we confess our sins to God, repent 
(turn away from) of our sins, and 
put our complete trust in Jesus 
Christ as our own personal Savior 
This is only the beginning. 
From 
that time forward we live by faith 
in God. 
He becomes very real to 
us. 
He walks by our side daily 
Caleb could claim God’s promise, 
because he had tins kind of faith 
So can you! 


III CALEB’S FAITH IN ACTION 
(Joshua 14:10-12) 


Look at this 85 year old man 
stand with courage in the midst of 
the people. 
Listen 
as he puts 
younger men to shame who lack 
courage. 


We would expect an old man like 
this to ask for an easy assignment 
Not so! Old Caleb said: "Give me 
this mountain!” He felt as strong 
and able to claim this land at the 
advanced age of 85 as he did forty­ 
five yea s before when he was just 
forty Why? Because he knew God 
was with him! A person like that 
cannot be defeated. 


CONCLUSION (Joshua 14:13 14) 
Caleb received his “ inheritance,” 
and, along with it, God’s blessing 
He deserved every blessing, be 
cause he had proved to the people 
that God keeps His promise-,. 


Caleb did not ask for an easy 
life. 
Young people today need to 
be taught that the easy life leads 
to downfall in character. 
The dif 
ficult tasks in life tend to build 
good character 
Caleb was a man 
of faith and courage 
Let him be 
an example for all of us!
